Planes  collide,  10  die  tragically

Two  planes,  a  small  Mooney  one- 
engine  private  plane  and  a  Skywest 
(Metroliner  commuter  plane,  collided 
at  about  1  p.m.  Thursday  afternoon 
over  Kearns  near  Salt  Lake  City. 

There  were  six  passengers  and 
\two  crew  members  aboard  the  Sky- 
west  flight  1834  which  was  ap¬ 
proaching  Salt  Lake  International 
SgLAirport,  inbound  from  Pocatello, 
““■Hildaho,  said  Ron  Reber,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  passenger  sales  for  Sky  West 
iair  lines. 

The  private  plane  was  a  student/ 
instructor  flight  which  had  taken  off 
from  the  Salt  Lake  City  Airport  No. 
2,  at  7400  South,  4400  W. 

None  of  the  10  people  involved  in 
(the  accident  survived. 

The  planes  collided  about  five 
miles  south  of  the  runway  of  the  In¬ 
ternational  Airport. 

Wreckage  from  the  planes  fell 
over  a  one  and  a  half  mile  area.  Po¬ 
lice  blocked  off  the  area  between 
'4000  and  5600  West  and  4700  and 
•5400  South  for  most  of  the  afternoon 
while  they  picked  up  wreckage  and 
debris  from  the  collision.  • 

A  temporary  command  post  and 
morgue  was  set  up  at  St.  Francis 
Xavier  Catholic  Church,  at  4501  W. 
5215  South.  Parts  of  bodies  fell  in  the 
parking  lot  of  the  church,  tinting  the 
snow  red. 

Sister  Marilyn  Mark,  a  teacher  at 
i  (the  school,  said  she  was  sitting  in  her 
office  and  “I  thought  someone  was 
up  shoveling  snow  on  the  roof.  Sec¬ 
onds  later,  I  heard  a  kind  of  crash.  I 
ran  downstairs  to  see  what  was  go¬ 
ring  on.  That’s  when  I  found  part  of  a 
:  ibody.” 

Sheriffs  Lt.  John  Malmborg  said 
portions  of  bodies  and  planes  were 
/found  scattered  around  the  area. 
“We  conducted  an  extensive  search 
i  of  the  area  to  find  anything  we 
' could,”  he  said. 

No  one  on  the  ground  was  injured 
iby  the. falling  debris,  said  Malm- 
i  borg.  A  piece  of  the  landing  gear  and 
(wing  from  the  Metroliner  did,  how¬ 
ever,  crash  through  the  roof  of  the 
house  where  Rebekah  Whitelock, 
20,  was  inside. 

“I  was  mopping  the  front  room 
I  floor  and  I  heard  a  huge  bang  in  the 
i  air.  I  thought  it  was  the  end  of  the 
world,  I  thought  it  was  a  nuclear 
bomb  or  something,”  Whitelock

said. 

She  said  she  was  about  four  steps 
from  opening  the  door  to  her  bed¬ 
room  when  the  piece  hit.  “I  am  very 
lucky  to  be  alive,”  she  said. 

The  cockpit  of  the  Mooney  was 
found  on  5200  West,  and  the  fuse¬ 
lage  of  the  larger  plane,  containing 
four  bodies,  landed  about  two  blocks 
from  St.  Francis  Xavier  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  street. 

There  were  sporadic  power  out¬ 
ages  because  of  debris  landing  on 
power  lines  at  various  places,  and 
residents  were  able  to  go  to  Kearns 
High  School  for  refuge  from  cold  and 
wind. 

“There  was  no  explosion.  I  heard  a 
loud  popping  noise,  and  then  the 
whole  plane  fell  apart.  Whole  pieces 
of  it  fell  in  front  of  my  face.”  said 
Ronald  Noel,  14,  of  Kearns. 

Sheriffs  department  employees, 
the  Federal  Aviation  Administra¬ 
tion  and  an  FBI  disaster  team 
worked  into  the  night  to  recover 
bodies. 

By  dark,  Sheriffs  Lt.  Bill  Van 
Wagen  said  “We’re  not  running  into 
whole  bodies  now.”  The  search  was 
slowed  by  wind  gusts  to  30  mph, 
which  dropped  the  wind-chill  factor 
to  zero  or  below.  The  more  than  200 
law  enforcement  and  rescue  work¬ 
ers  from  at  least  seven  agencies  cov¬ 
ered  a  9-square-mile  neighborhood 
in  search  of  bodies. 

Salt  Lake  County  Sheriff  Pete 
Hayward  said  pathologists  from  the 
University  of  Utah  were  called  in  to 
assist  with  the  identification.  Au¬ 
thorities  were  also  using  scattered 
personal  effects  to  help  with  identifi¬ 
cation.  “Many  of  them  are  not  recog¬ 
nizable,”  said  Malmborg  of  the  re¬ 
covered  bodies. 

Reber,  of  Skywest  Airlines,  said 
the  Pocatello  flight  was  about  30 
minutes  behind  schedule,  but  said  he 
did  not  know  the  reason.  A  mainte- 
nence  crew  checked  the  plane  before 
it  left  for  Salt  Lake,  and  said  there 
was  nothing  out  of  order,  said  Re¬ 
ber. 

Deputies  Thursday  night  said 
eyewitnesses  saw  the  left  wing  of 
the  private  plane  hit  the  nose  of  the 
Metroliner,  but  no  final  reports  have 
been  made. 

The  next  of  kin  of  the  victims  in 
the  crash  have  been  notified,  but  as 
of  Thursday  night,  Reber  said  they 
felt  it  “In  the  best  interests  of  the 
families  and  us  not  to  release  their 
names  to  the  public.” 
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The  circumstances  causing  the 
crash  are  not  clear,  said  Reber.  The 
FAA  and  the  National  Transporta¬ 
tion  Safety  Board  will  investigate 
the  crash. 

Tom  Doyle,  Salt  Lake  Interna¬ 
tional  Airport  assistant  air  traffic 
manager,  said  the  Metroliner  was 
about  to  turn  into  final  approach  to 
the  airport  when  the  collision  oc- 
cured. 

“We  were  working  him  on  our 
radar.  We  had  not  (yet)  handed  him 
off  to  the  tower  for  visual  approach.

We  just  turned  him  on  what  we  call  a 
base  leg,  which  is  perpendicular  to 
his  flight  path  inbound  . . .  The  next 
turn  would  have  been  direct  to  the 
runway,”  Doyle  said. 

“We  had  just  turned  him  on  that 
base  leg.  Just  shortly  thereafter  we 
lost  him  on  radar  and  we  lost  com¬ 
munications  with  him,”  said  Doyle. 

Visibility  at  the  time  was  de¬ 
scribed  as  30  miles  with  a  cloud  ceil¬ 
ing  of  7,000  feet,  according  to  FAA 
spokesman  Fred  Farrar  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.C. 


When  California’s  maternity  leave 
law  was  given  support  this  week  by 
the  U,S.  Supreme  Court,  many 
Utahns  wondered  if  they  should  ex¬ 
pect  much  of  a  change  in  the  Beehive 
State. 

But  according  to  Stephen  Wood, 
BYU  professor  at  the  J.  Reuben 
Clark  Law  School,  “There  is  a  likeli¬ 
hood  that  federal  legislation  will  be 
enhanced,”  possibly  in  the  next  few 
years. 

A  .  6-3  ruling  made  by  the  U.S. 
Supreme  Court  Tuesday  upheld  a 
California  law  requiring  employers  to 
give  female  workers  up  to  four 
months  of  unpaid  maternity  leave  and 
reinstate  them  into  the  same  job 
when  they  return. 

Utah  is  not  directly  affected  by  the 
ruling. 

The  rulings  which  do  affect  Utah 
include  Title  7  of  the  1964  Civil  Rights 
Act  forbidding  discrimination  on  the 
basis  of  sex.  The  title  was  amended  in 
1978  to  include  pregnancy. 

According  to  the  Utah  State  Per¬ 
sonnel  Management  Rules  and  Regu¬ 
lations,  maternity  leave  is  treated  as 
any  other  illness  or  disability.  Under 
the  rule,  an  employee  cannot  take 
more  than  a  year’s  leave  unless  a  doc¬ 
tor  says  a  longer  leave  is  necessary. 

Usually,  if  an  employee  is  tempo¬ 
rarily  disabled,  he  can  take  sick  leave. 
If  more  time  is  needed,  vacation  time 
can  be  used.  If  that  time  is  insuffi¬ 
cient,  the  employee  can  take  leave 
without  pay. 

Myrna  Pratt,  Equal  Opportunity 
officer  for  BYU,  said,  “We  treat  preg¬ 
nancy  the  same  as  any  other  illness  as 
required  by  law.  One  policy  covers 
both.  I  have  not  known  of  any  case 
when  we  haven’t  granted  the  time  an 


employer  felt  needed.” 

She  said  BYU  has  quite  a  number 
of  women  employees,  but  not  many 
request  maternity  leave.  “The  major¬ 
ity  that  do  take  maternity  leave  are 
secretaries  and  it  is  easy  to  find  some¬ 
one  to  replace  them.” 

Dr.  Mary  Stovall,  director  of  the 
Women’s  Research  Institute  at  BYU, 
said,  “I  think  the  passing  of  this  law 
sets  a  great  precedent.  Some  feel  it  is 
unconstituitonal,  making  a  discrimi¬ 
nation  with  women  as  the  favored 
group,  but  I  think  it  is  a  strong  state¬ 
ment  on  the  recognition  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  family  in  society  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  women  bearing  and 
rearing  children.  This  is  a  very  impor¬ 
tant  first  step.” 

“This  is  one  of  the  really  unsettled 
areas  in  the  law,”  said  Wood,  who 
previously  practiced  in  Washington 
for  five  years  in  the  area  of  employ¬ 
ment  discrimination. 

It  is  probable  that  some  state  legis¬ 
latures  will  pass  legislation  like  that 
passed  in  California,  Wood  said. 

He  said  it  is  also  very  likely  that 
federal  legislation  will  take  place,  and 
indeed  has  already  been  introduced  to 
the  legislature.  The  proposed  bill,  the 
Parental  and  Medical  Leave  Act,  was 
introduced  last  term  by  Rep.  Patricia 
Schroeder  (D-Colo.)  and  introduced 
this  term  by  Rep.  William  Clay  (D- 
Mo.). 

It  says  that  if  any  person  takes  dis-  1 
ability  leave,  the  employer  will  be 
compelled  to  give  disability  leave 
without  pay  and  be  required  to  rein¬ 
state  the  employee  in  the  same  or  a 
comparable  position. 

The  bill  deals  with  any  short  term 
disability  and  allows  up  to  26  weeks  a 
year  for  temporary  medical  leave  and 
18  weeks  every  two  years  for  parental 
leave.

When  the  free  marketplace,  in 
hich  exchanges  are  made  sponta- 
eously  and  without  regulation,  fails 
i  distribute  goods  and  services 
drly,  said  B.  Delworth  Gardner,  a 
YU  professor  of  economics. 

(The  conventional  way  to  correct 
ie  problem  is  for  the  government  to 
-  ^intervene. 


What  Buchanan’s  “public  choice” 
school  has  demonstrated,  said  Gard¬ 
ner,  is  “that  governmental  decisions 
and  actions  also  contain  inherent,  sys¬ 
tematic,  and  pervasive  elements  of 
failure.” 

When  deciding  whether  the  re¬ 
sources  in  question  should  be  left  to 
the  free  market  to  distribute,  or  to  a 
government  program,  Gardner  said 
according  to  Buchanan’s  theory,  “an 
assessment  should  be  made  of  the 
costs  and  benefits  of  doing  it  each 
way.” 

A  democratic  government  tends  to 
act  in  its  own  interest  rather  than 
those  of  its  voters,  because  “govern¬ 
ments  are  made  up  of  individuals,  and

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Biological  research,  which  covered 
a  35-year  span  and  shed  light  on  the 
advancement  of  nerve  growth,  was 
the  subject  of  one  of  Thursday’s  “A 
Flea  Market  of  Ideas”  lectures. 

BYU  professor  of  Zoology  William 
S.  Bradshaw  spoke  on  Rita  Levi- 
Montalcini  and  Stanley  Cohen’s  re¬ 
search  of  embryonic  cell  growth, 
which  won  the  two  a  1986  Nobel 
Prize. 

According  to  Bradshaw  “they  are 
both  worthy  recipients  of  this  honor.” 
He  also  said  their  work  was  extraor¬ 
dinary  and  exceptional.  “Rita  Levi- 
Montalcini  is  a  gracious,  interesting, 


capable  lady.” 

The  advancements  in  the  Nerve 
Growth  Factor  and  the  Epidermal 
Growth  Factor  came  about  after  a 
great  many  years  and  scientists.  The 
work  of  embryology  began  in  the 
early  1900’s.  Men  such  as  scientist 
Ross  Harrison  gave  up  on  their  nerve 
work  because  of  its  intricate  nature 
and  the  lack  of  necessary  equipment. 
It  was  not  until  the  combination  of 
Montalcini  and  Cohen  that  the  field  of 
nerve  growth  evolved.  Bradshaw 
said  it  was  the  combination  of  Montal- 
cini’s  biological  background  and  Co¬ 
hen’s  chemical  knowledge  that  made 
the  pair  able  to  accomplish  so  much 

Bradshaw  said  nerve  research  in-

Senator  Joseph  Biden  of  Delaware 
believes  that  Americans  are  once 
again  reflecting  an  attitude  of  ac¬ 
tivism;  that  monumental  decisions 
will  be  made  within  the  next  few 
years,  and  that  problems  such  as  nu¬ 
clear  arms  and  failing  education  can 
be  made  better. 

“America  is  about  to  be  raised  up  on 
eagle’s  wings,”  said  Biden.  “Let  the 
light  shine.” 

Biden  spoke  to  a  BYU  audience  last 
night  of  important  “watershed  deci¬ 
sions”  that  must  be  made  within  the 
next  two  to  six  years. 

“Man  the  scientist  has  outrun  man 
the  negotiator,”  Biden  said.  “We  are 
going  to  climb  the  latter  to  the  stars 
and  nuclearize  the  heavens  or  we  are 
going  to  have  the  most  significant 
arms  control  breakthrough  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  this  country.” 

Biden  also  spoke  of  the  condition  of 
education  in  this  country.  “The  educa¬ 
tion  system  of  today  is  not  serving 
this  nation  well,”he  said. 

He  said  he  foresaw  two  possible  fu¬ 


ture  systems  of  education;  one  in 
which  the  brightest  students  would 
be  selected  and  channeled  into  a  dif¬ 
ferent  program  than  other  students 
and  another  system  where  virtually 
every  teacher  would  have  to  be  a  pro¬ 
fessional. 

A  democrat  who  is  not  afraid  of  in¬ 
volvement  in  Nicaragua  under  cer¬ 
tain  circumstances,  Biden  said  he 
would  support  the  Contras  if  it  was 
determined  that  the  Nicaraguan  peo¬ 
ple  had  been  violated,  a  regional  con¬ 
sensus  of  this  was  generated  and  he 
knew  the  Nicaraguan  people  wanted 
help  from  the  United  States.  “Why  do 
we  believe  we  have  to  do  this  stuff  all 
by  oursleves?” 

Biden,  who  is  a  likely  presidential 
candidate  for  the  1988  elections,  casu¬ 
ally  joked  about  his  public  position.  “I 
am  one  of  the  most  important  men  in 
America,”  he  said.  “I  would  probably 
be  president  at  this  very  moment  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  fact  that  I  wasn’t  old 
enough  last  election.” 

Biden  comes  from  a  “typical  middle 
class  family,”  was  elected  senator  two 
years  out  of  law  school,  and  says  “I’m 
the  first  senator  I  ever  knew.” 
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Indictment  accuses  four  of  air  piracy  and  murder 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Justice  Department  re¬ 
leased  an  indictment  Thursday  accusing  four  people,  in¬ 
cluding  Mohammed  Ali  Hamadi,  the  suspected  hijacker 
noww  in  custody  in  West  Germany,  of  conspiring  to  com¬ 
mit  air  piracy  and  murder  aboard  TWA  Flight  847  a  year 
and  a  half  ago. 

“The  fact  that  we  have  an  indictment  in  hand  to  present 
to  the  Germans  speeds  up  the  process  of  getting  him  back 
here”  to  stand  trial,  said  Justice  Department  spokesman 
Patrick  Korten. 

The  15-count  indictment  was  handed  up  Nov.  14,  1985 
and  kept  under  seal  until  Thursday  night.  It  alleges  that 


Hamadi  and  the  others  conspired  to  smuggle  at  least  two 
hand  grenades  and  a  9  millimeter  pistol  aboard  the  TWA 
flight  and  then  took  over  the  aircraft  in  June  1985.  During 
the  first  day  of  a  17-day  hostage  ordeal,  says  the  indict¬ 
ment,  the  hijackers  shot  to  death  U.S.  Navy  diver  Robert 
Dean  Stethem  and  assaulted  eight  passengers  and  crew 
members. 

Air  piracy  contains  a  death  penalty  provision,  but  Kor¬ 
ten  declined  to  discuss  the  possibility  that  the  government 
would  seek  capital  punishment  if  it  is  able  to  have  Hamadi 
extradited  to  the  United  States  to  face  the  charges. 


Superpower  nuclear  arms  talks  resume  in  Geneva 


GENEVA  (AP)  —  Superpower  nuclear  arms  talks  re¬ 
sumed  Thursday  with  a  luncheon  meeting  between  U.S. 
delegation  head  Max  Kampelman  and  his  new  Soviet  coun¬ 
terpart,  Yuli  Vorontsov. 

The  two  delegation  leaders  met  privately  at  Soviet  re¬ 
quest,  instead  of  heading  a  meeting  of  all  three  top  nego¬ 
tiators  from  each  side,  which  normally  marks  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  a  round. 

The  talks  have  been  bogged  down  from  the  start  by 
disagreement,  among  other  things,  Over  U.S.  Strategic 


Defense  Initiative  research  for  a  space-based  defense 
against  nuclear  attack,  popularly  called  “Star  Wars.” 

U.S.  spokesman  Terry  Shroeder  said  he  had  no  informa¬ 
tion  on  when  the  next  session  in  the  seventh  round  of  arms 
talks  would  be.  “I  have  nothing  for  the  news  media  on  this 
as  yet,”  he  said. 

Asked  about  the  results  of  Thursday’s  session,  which 
was  the  two  men’s  first  meeting,  he  said,  “it  went  fine.  ”  He 
declined  further  comment. 

The  luncheon  lasted  just  over  two  hours. 


Court  orders  Bundy  hearing  on  'procedural  errors' 


ATLANTA  (AP)  —  Procedural  errors  require  that  a 
lower  court  reconsider  the  appeal  of  alleged  serial  killer 
Ted  Bundy  in  the  1978  slayings  of  two  Florida  State  Uni¬ 
versity  sorority  sisters,  a  three-judge  panel  of  the  11th 
U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  ruled  Thursday. 

The  court  ordered  U.S.  District  Judge  William  Zloch  in 
Fort  Lauderdale  to  hear  Bundy’s  argument  that  errors  at 
his  trial  are  grounds  for  overturning  his  conviction  and 
death  sentence. 


“We  do  not  imply  in  even  the  slightest  degree  that 
Bundy  is  entitled  to  succeed  on  the  merits  of  any  of  his 
claims.  But,  without  analyzing  all  of  his  numerous  claims, 
the  petition  demonstrates  a  likelihood  of  success  in  at  least 
some  respects  sufficient  to  justify  a  stay,”  said  Judge  John 
Godbold,  writing  for  the  panel. 

James  Coleman,  Bundy’s  attorney  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  said  he  was  not  surprised  by  the  ruling  because  he 
believed  all  along  that  his  client  should  get  a  new  hearing. 


New,  improved  Trident  missile  launches  successfully 


CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla.  (AP)  —  A  Trident  2  missile 
roared  off  a  land  launch  pad  Thursday  in  a  successful  first 
test  flight  of  a  submarine  weapon  said  to  be  powerful  and 
accurate  enoug  to  destroy  nuclear-hardened  missile  silos 
and  command  centers. 

About  25  anti-nuclear  protesters  who  had  vowed  to  stop 
the  test  wailed,  beat  their  heads  and  fell  to  the  ground  as 
the  44-foot  missile  blasted  off  at  10:25  a.m.  and  sent  a 


dummy  warhead  to  an  Atlantic  Ocean  target  several 
thousand  miles  to  the  southeast. 

A  Navy  spokesman,  Lt.  Cmdr.  Bob  Prichard,  said  the 
missile  scored  “a  complete  success.  It  operated  as  adver¬ 
tised.” 

The  Trident  2  can  carry  up  to  10  independently  target- 
able  nuclear  warheads,  two  more  than  the  earlier  Trident 
1.  Each  Trident  submarine  carries  24  missiles. 


Weinberger  campaigns  for  earlier  SDI  deployment 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Campaigning  in  Congress  this 
week  for  a  $2  billion  boost  in  Star  Wars  spending,  Defense 
Secretary  Caspar  W.  Weinberger  tantalized  some  law¬ 
makers  and  alarmed  others  with  hints  that  he  favors  de¬ 
ploying  the  shield  against  nuclear  attack  far  earlier  than 
originally  envisioned. 


Federal  legislation  likely 

Who  will  maternity  law  benefit?

“One  reason  why  the  bill  has  been 
drafted  in  a  broader  way  is  to  pick  up 
more  support  in  the  legislature. 
There  is  more  concern  for  families, 
not  just  for  maternity  leave,”  Wood 
said.  Proponents  ultimately  want 
leave  with  pay.  Wood  said  they  will 
try  to  pass  the  bill  without  pay  and 
later  seek  to  amend  it  with  pay. 

According  to  Wood,  before  legisla¬ 
tion  is  passed,  lawmakers  will  have  to 
make  a  decision  on  the  following  ques¬ 
tions: 

—  should  employees  be  given  leave 
with  or  without  pay? 

—  should  they  be  guaranteed  the 
same  position  or  a  similar  position 
upon  return? 

—  who  should  get  leave,  the  mother, 
father  or  both? 

—  should  it  be  restricted  only  to 
pregnant  women  or  people  who  adopt 
or  have  any  major  medical  problem? 

There  are  less  than  10  states  — 
including  California,  New  York,  New 
Jersey,  Rhode  Island  and  Hawaii  — 
that  have  protective  legislation  assur¬ 
ing  an  employee  of  the  same  or  com¬ 
parable  job  upon  return. 

He  said  the  United  States  lags  be¬ 
hind  almost  50  countries  in  maternity 
leave.  In  some  countries  the  wife  and 
husband  are  entitled  to  disability 
leave.  In  Canada  the  mother  is  al¬ 
lowed  up  to  37  weeks  of  leave  with 
some  pay,  in  Sweden  either  the  wife 
or  husband  may  take  up  to  52  weeks  of 
parental  leave  with  some  pay  and  in 
West  Germany  the  mother  is  allowed 
up  to  14  weeks  leave  with  full  pay. 

Pratt  said  the  California  ruling 
“certainly  increases  the  opportunity 
for  women  to  have  children.  If  they 
leave  with  the  assurance  that  they 
can  keep  their  job  and  still  be  with 


their  children,  I  would  think  it  would 
encourage  more  women  to  have  a 
family  sooner,  but  it  is  hard  to  say. 

“I  feel  like  with  more  and  more 
women  working,  society  needs  to  con¬ 
sider  the  needs  of  the  family  and  I. 
think  this  accomodation  to  a  family 
with  a  new  birth  is  a  step  in  the  right 
direction.” 

Stovall  said  she  believes  many 
women  in  California  probably  will 
consider  having  children  now  that  the 
decision  is  not  strictly  economic. 

“It  would  be  very  nice  if  the  state  or 
BYU  made  a  move  on  this,  but  essen¬ 
tially  I  don’t  see  a  lot  of  movement. 
Utah  is  a  state  that  recognizes  family, 
but  I’m  afraid  pro-business  would 
gain  more  favor  rather  than  pro-fam¬ 
ily.  Sometimes  we  have  to  weigh  two 
values  and  I  would  hope  that  the 
value  came  down  on  the  side  of  fam¬ 
ily,”  she  said. 


However,  Steve  Densley,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Provo/Orem  Chamber  of 
Commerce  views  the  legislation  with 
a  different  perspective. 

“It  would  be  a  tremendous  hard¬ 
ship  for  a  small  business  to  allow  a  key 
employee  four  months  leave.”  Dens¬ 
ley  considers  secretaries  key  em¬ 
ployees. 

Hiring  and  rehiring  a  person  can  be 
extremely  difficult,  especially  if  the 
newly  trained  person  is  a  better  em¬ 
ployee  than  the  one  who  left  on  leave, 
he  said. 

“The  government  has  to  realize 
that  small  business  doesn’t  need  any 
more  red  tape.  They  will  red  tape 
them  out  of  business,”  Densley  said. 

“I  understand  that  the  family  is  a 
high  priority,  especially  in  Utah,  but 
it  still  creates  a  tremendous  burden 
for  the  employer.  I  would  hate  to  see 
it  imposed  as  a  law.”

ATLANTA  (AP)  —  Martin  Luther 
King  Jr.  was  praised  by  Education 
Secretary  William  Bennett  as  one 
who  “profoundly  altered  the  course  of 
American  history”  in  a  tribute  Thurs¬ 
day  on  the  birthday  of  the  slain  civil 
rights  leader. 

.  In  a  speech  that  urged  self-help  by 
the  nation’s  poor,  Bennett  spoke  of 
King’s  contributions  to  the  country. 
His  address,  at  a  ceremony  with 
King’s  widow,  Coretta  Scott  King, 
was  only  one  of  many  remembrances 
set  this  week  and  next  in  King’s 
hometown  and  across  the  nation. 

Celebrated  Monday 

King  would  have  turned  58  today, 
but  the  federal  government  and  some 
states  will  observe  his  birthday  as  a 
holiday  Monday.  It  was  first  observed 
last  year. 

As  part  of  the  observance,  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  was  to  deliver  a  speech 
in  Washington  today  beamed  by 
satellite  to  schools  nationwide. 

“With  the  answers  that  Martin 
Luther  King  found  in  great  books,  he 
helped  to  topple  Jim  Crow,  changed 
forever  life  in  the  South  and  pro¬ 
foundly  altered  the  course  of  Amer¬ 
ican  history,”  Bennett  said. 

Bennett  said  the  Baptist  minister, 
who  won  the  1964  Nobel  Peace  Prize, 
believed  in  the  strength  of  individuals 
to  overcome  their  backgrounds. 

“Martin  Luther  King  teaches  us  not 
to  succumb  to  determinism,  to  re¬ 
lativism,  to  faddishness,”  he  said. 


“He  teaches  us  to  hope,  and  to  strive 
and  to  succeed.” 

Bennett  said  anyone  is  capable  of 
succeeding  with  enough  “diligence, 
moral  courage  and  hard  work.” 

At  the  state  Capitol  rotunda,  about 
250  people  listened  as  Gov.  Joe  Frank 
Harris  officially  proclaimed  Monday 
as  King  Day  in  Georgia. 

Native  Georgian 

“Dr.  Martin  Luther  King  Jr.  was  a 
native  Georgian.  He  was  the  only 
Georgian  that  won  the  Nobel  Peace 
Prize  and  he  was  the  catalyst  who 


brought  great  change  not  only  in  th  jpP 
state,  but  in  this  country  and  arourj'" 
this  world,”  Harris  said. 

King  was  assassinated  in  1968  as  1 
stood  on  a  motel  balcony  in  Memphi 
Tenn.

Firmage  does  not  just  blame  the 
administration  as  a  whole,  but  singles 
out  President  Reagan  to  take  respon¬ 
sibility.  He  said  that  the  current  scan¬ 


dal  “reveals  a  president  either  igno 
rant  of  these  major  offenses,  hence 
revealing  substantial  incompetence, 
or,  acting  with  knowledge,  a  conspir¬ 
ator  in  illegal  and  unconstitutional 
acts.” 

The  constitutional  and  interna¬ 
tional  law  violations  did  not  begin 
with  the  current  scandal,  according  to 
Firmage.  He  lists  many  violations  be¬ 
ginning  with  Reagan’s  early  years. 
Among  the  offenses  are  the  “loss  of 
life  in  a  Lebanon  adventure  without 
congressional  authorization  in  its  ini¬ 
tiation;  violation  of  the  War  Powers 
Act  in  El  Salvador;  waging  war  in 
Grenada  without  congressional  as¬ 
sent;  and  waging  continuing  subver¬ 
sion  and  war  against  a  sovereign  state 
we  formally  recognize,  Nicaragua.” 

The  right  of  Congress  to  declare 
war  has  been  violated  under  several 
administrations,  said  Firmage.  Ex¬ 
amples  he  gave  were  Korea,  Viet¬ 
nam,  Cambodia,  and  the  overthrow  of 
the  Iranian  government  of  Mo¬ 
hammed  Mossedegh. 

Firmage  said  that  some  argue  that 
the  power  of  Congress  to  wage  war 
was  effective  in  the  18th  century,  but 
is  outdated  now  because  of  nuclear 
weapons.  However,  Firmage  be¬ 
lieves  that  the  threat  of  a  nuclear  war 
makes  the  decision  to  go  to  war  more 
consequential.  He  said  that  he  would 
rather  have  400  people  making  the 
decision  to  go  to  war  than  two  or  three 
people  in  the  White  House. 

Firmage  based  his  remarks  on  a 
bpok  he  co-authored  with  the  late 
Francis  Wormuth  titled,.  “To  Chain 
the  Dog  of  War;  the  War  Power  of 
Congress  in  history  and  Law.”

Father  Bartolome  Vicens  Fiol  told 
an  overflow  crowd  in  the  Kennedy 
Center  on  Thursday,  the  future  of  the 
world  is  in  the  hands  of  the  youth. 

Vicens  Fiol,  Personal  Chaplain  to 
King  Juan  Carlos  I  of  Spain  and 
founder  of  The  Agency  for  Human 
Development,  urged  all  youth  to 
speak  out  for  what  is  right. 

“Be  daring,  if  you  don’t  take  risks, 
you  are  not  young”  he  said.  “The 
world  wants  solidarity  and  peace  and 
that  will  be  possible  if  they  (the  peo¬ 
ple  of  the  world)  reach  out  to  the 
youth  and  listen  to  them.” 

He  said  it  is  difficult  to  tell  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  those  who  listen  and 
those  who  hear. 

“To  be  able  to  listen  is  to  pay  atten¬ 
tion  and  to  pay  attention  is  to  have 
respect  towards  the  other  person”  Vi¬ 
cens  Fiol  said.  “To  listen  and  to  pay 
attention  is  respect.  ” 

Mutual  respect  is  extremely  impor¬ 
tant,  he  said.  Things  should  not  be 
merely  tolerated,  but  respected,  be¬ 
cause  through  respect  comes  love. 
“That  is  the  pure  Gospel,  that  is  what 
we  are  suppose  to  do.” 


The  chaplain  spoke  of  empathy  and 
its  importance  to  the  youth  of  the 
world. 

“In  the  world  there  is  a  feeling  of 
sympathy  towards  one  another,  and 
there  is  also  the  opposite;  a  feeling  of 
not  caring  for  one  another.  The  young 
people  cannot  reject  those  who  are 
not  like  they  would  like  them  to  be.” 

He  spoke  of  the  need  for  the  youth 
to  serve  the  social  needs  of  others  and 
go  beyond  material .  values.  “Within 
15  years,  material  values  will  be  at 
the  service  of  social  needs,”  he  said. 
Youth  is  a  time  when  certain  skills 
are  required  in  order  to  prepare  one¬ 
self  for  responsibilities  that  come 
when  one  matures,  he  said. 

“The  maturity  of  the  young  people 
of  the  world  have  declared  they  would 
like  to  have  equality  of  life,  in  a  soci¬ 
ety  which  is  more  open.  The  most  im¬ 
portant  values  of  this  young  people 
are  peace,  human  rights  and  the  free 
development 
of  persons.” 

He  also  spoke  of  the  importance  of 
freedom  in  the  world. 

“If  man  .is  not  free,  your  life,  my 
young  people,  is  of  no  importance,”  he 
said. 

When  speaking  about  his  duties 
with  the  King  of  Spain,  Vicens  Fiol 


said, “I  am  just  a  poor  man  who  keeps 
him  company,  I  am  his  friend.” 

The  lecture  was  given  in  Spanish 
while  Marian  McMaster,  of  the  BYU 
Spanish  Department,  simultaneously 
interpreted  it.

There  is  nothing  wrong  with  mak¬ 
ing  money  and  building  capital,  said 
an  insurance  executive  who  spoke  to 
students  Thursday  at  the  Executive 
Lecture  Series. 

“A  long  time  ago  an  economist 
wrote  that  it  is  the  utmost  folly  to 
denounce  capital,”  said  Lloyd  M.  Ras¬ 
mussen,  president  of  the  Rasmussen 
Group  of  Southern  California,  “for 
capital  is  the  first  requisite  to  every 
social  gain,  educational,  ecclesiasti¬ 
cal,  political  or  other.” 

Rasmussen,  a  graduate  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Business  (now  the  School  of 
Management),  discussed  six  points  to 
help  individuals  successfully  build 
capital. 

According  to  Rasmussen,  one  of 
the  keys  to  building  capital  is  produc¬ 
tive  work.  “You  must  learn  to  love  to 
work  to  be  happy,”  he  said,  “Work  is  a 
blessing  in  life”. 

Another  key  to  building  capital  is 
maintaining  multiple  streams  of  cash 
flow.  This  will  produce  a  greater 
probability  that  cash  will  continue  to 
be  available  at  all  times  for  family  as 
well  as  business  ventures. 

Multiple  tax  entities,  according  to 
Rasmussen,  are  an  important  tool . 
used  to  manage  capital.  He  plans  to 
file  eight  tax  returns  this  year  to  max¬ 
imize  savings. 

Another  key  to  building  capital  is 
creativity  in  actively  seeking  pockets 


of  opportunity,  said  Rasmussen. 
“There  is  opportunity  all  around  us  if 
we  are  sensitive  to  it”. 

His  final  points  for  building  capital 
are  first  to  maintain  a  good  public  im¬ 
age  and  second  to  overcome  selfish¬ 
ness. 

His  experience  includes  28  years  of 
employment  with  New  York  Life  as 
well  as  his  current  position  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  his  own  insurance  affiliate  in 
Santa  Ana,  Calif. 

Rasmussen’s  admonition  to  all  in 
the  persuit  of  capital  is  to  be  prepared 
and  productive,  then  when  a  surplus 
of  money  is  realized,  use  it  unselfishly 
to  help  fellow  men. 

He  has  done  this.  Rasmussen  is  in¬ 
volved  in  two  scholarship  programs.

YU  Cougars  spank  youthful  Aztecs; 
agers  improve  to  4-1  in  WAC  play

The  young  and  inexperienced  San 
Diego  State  basketball  team  can  chalk 
another  game  up  to  experience  after 
BYU  defeated  the  Aztecs  94-82  last 
night  in  the  Marriott  Center. 

The  Aztecs,  which  do  not  have  a 
senior  on  its  roster,  brought  its  fast- 
paced,  run-and-gun  offense  to  Provo, 
only  to  be  derailed  by  the  veteran 
Cougar  squad. 

“This  is  a  team  of  the  future,”  said 
SDSU  Coach  Smokey  Gaines. 

“We’re  not  going  to  win  many  games 
this  year.” 

However,  Gaines’  youthful  unit 
came  out  running  against  the  Cou¬ 
gars.  The  Aztecs  streaked  to  an  early 
lead,  before  BYU’s  Brian  Taylor 
gunned  in  three  3-point  field  goals  to 
keep  the  slower  Cougars  in  the  game. 

“We  wanted  them  (BYU)  to  take 
those  (outside),  but  they  were  making 
them,”  added  Gaines. 

With  12:17  left  to  play  in  the  first 
half,  the  Aztec  guns  fell  silent  as  the 
Cougars  rolled  in  13  straight  points  to 
take  a  28-24  lead  that  would  never  be 
challenged  again. 

One  encouraging  note  for  the 
Aztecs  was  the  play  of  freshman 
guard  Tony  Ross.  Ross  earned  the 
respect  of  the  16,670  Cougar  fans, 
who  watched  with  awe  as  Ross  grace¬ 
fully  completed  5-of-7  three  point  at¬ 
tempts. 

Although  the  Aztecs  shot  64.0  per¬ 
cent  from  the  floor  to  the  Cougars’ 
49.3  percent,  costly  turnovers  and 
poor  shooting  from  the  free-throw 
line  took  SDSU  out  of  the  game. 

“We  were  shooting  better  from  out¬ 
side  than  from  the  free-throw  line,” 
said  a  puzzled  Gaines. 

BYU’s  Michael  Smith  had  another 
strong  offensive  game  leading  all 
scorers  with  26  points.

It  appears  many  Provo  residents 
have  found  a  popular  winter  sport 
other  than  skiing--ice  skating. 

The  Utah  Lake  State  Park’s  ice 
skating  rink  has  opened  for  the  winter 
and  according  to  Jim  Williams,  a 
ranger  at  the  park,  “The  response  has 
been  overwhelming.” 

Williams  reported  an  average  of 
1,100  people  at  the  rink  each  day.  “I 
don’t  know  whether  the  community 
was  just  hungry  for  it  because  we 
were  closed  by  flooding  or  because  of 
the  lack  of  snow  for  skiing  —  but 
we’ve  been  swamped.” 

The  outdoor,  olympic-sized  rink  lo¬ 
cated  four  miles  west  of  Provo  was 
reopened  Jan.  2. 

The  rink  first  opened  in  December 
of  1976,  but  closed  in  1983  because  of 
flooding.  Diking  and  reconstruction  of 
the  facilities  permitted  the  park  to 
reopen  in  1985. 

When  the  rink  opened  this  season, 
no  limit  on  the  number  of  people  for 
each  session  existed.  Since  then,  a 
limit  of  250  people  has  been  set  be¬ 
cause  of  the  response. 

The  reason  for  the  limit  is  safety. 
“We  had  too  many  people  and  it  was 
dangerous,”  Williams  said. 

According  to  Williams,  some  in¬ 
juries  are  common  to  ice  skating. 
These  include  sprained  ankles  and 
cuts  on  the  face  and  head. 

“We’ve  had  a  few  of  those  this  year 
already.  Usually  cuts  are  on  the  eye¬ 
brow  or  the  chin.  All  of  our  staff  is 
trained  to  give  immediate  first-aid,  so 
we’re  prepared  for  this.” 

Heather  Campbell,  a  sophomore 
from  Orem  majoring  in  advertising, 
said,  “It  was  my  first  time  ice  skating 
and  it  was  really  fun.  We  went  to  the

the  crowd  is  older.  It’s  best  to  go  with 
a  group.

Mountain  Fuel  Supply  Company  is 
awarding  a  $6-million  contract  to  a 
Calgary,  Alberta,  company  instead  of 
to  Orem-based  Geneva  because  of  a 
strong  obligation  to  the  people  in  cen¬ 
tral  and  southern  Utah,  said  company 
officials. 

“Our  objective  has  been  to  serve 
the  interests  of  the  state  and  our  cus¬ 
tomers,”  said  Curtis  Burnett, 
spokesman  for  Mountain  Fuel.  “We 
have  committed  to  them  to  have  as 
much  of  our  system  as  possible  in 
place  by  the  beginning  of  winter,  and 
to  do  so  at  the  lowest  cost.” 

Mountain  Fuel’s  selection  of  Inter¬ 
provincial  Steel  Co.  was  based  on 
price  and  delivery  time,  said  Burnett. 


“Our  preferred  choice  for  fabricat¬ 
ing  the  pipe  was  Geneva  Steel  be¬ 
cause  the  economic  benefits  would 
stay  in-state,”  said  Burnett.  “We  are, 
and  always  have  been,  a  strong  sup¬ 
porter  of  public  and  private  efforts  to 
strengthen  the  state’s  economy.” 

But  the  continuation  of  Geneva 
Works’  production  stoppage  has 
made  it  impossible  for  Geneva  to  give 
any  guarantee  of  being  able  to  pro¬ 
duce  the  pipe  in  sufficient  time,  said 
Burnett. 

The  union  is  concerned  that  the 
contract  didn’t  go  to  an  American 
company,  said  George  Gardner,  head 
of  United  Steelworkers  Local  2701. 

Burnett  said  IPSCO  was  the  most 


qualified  to  meet  Mountain  Fuel’s  re¬ 
quirements  of  quality  and  time.

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  devastat¬ 
ing  realizations  to  the  editors,  staff, 
and  writers  of  Insight  magazine  is 
that  Insight  is  virtually  unknown  to 
much  of  the  student  and  faculty  popu¬ 
lation  ofBYU.  In  fact,  twoofthe  most 
frequent  uses  of  Insight  I  have  seen 
are  as  umbrellas  and  as  coffee  table 
coasters.

Flight  safety  challenged

.  The  recent  history  of  aeronautics 
has  been  filled  with  midair  collisions 
and  near  misses. 

There  were  26  collisions  in  1985  and 
28  in  1986.  Newsweek  reported  that 
the  FAA  counted  800  near  misses  in 
1985,  a  vast  majority  of  which  in¬ 
volved  small  aircrafts  and  nearly  one- 
fourth  of  which  occurred  in  Califor- 


Because  of  the  recent  problems, 
the  Federal  Aviation  Administration, 
under  great  pressure  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Transportation  Safety  Board, 
instituted  several  new  regulations  in¬ 
volving  small  aircraft  in  October 
1986. 

Before  Thursday’s  midair  collision 
over  Kearns,  the  most  recent  of  these 
accidents  occurred  in  Cerritos,  Calif, 
when  a  small  plane  collided  with  an 
Aeromexico  DC-9.  The  accident 
killed  82  people,  including  all  passen¬ 
gers  aboard  both  aircraft  and  several 
people  on  the  ground  where  the  acci¬ 
dent  occurred.  The  pilot  of  the  small 
craft  had  strayed  into  restricted 
airspace  just  prior  to  the  incident. 

This  brought  renewed  complaints 
from  the  Air  Line  Pilots’  Association 
of  too  many  small  aircraft  in  already 
crowded  skies  surrounding  major  air¬ 
ports.  A  survey  conducted  among  the 
association  members  found  that  85 
percent  say  midair  collisions  are  their 
greatest  worry. 

“Anytime  there  are  people  in¬ 
volved  there  is  going  to  be  risk,”  said 
Troy  Olsen,  a  pilot  for  Skywest  Airli¬ 
nes,  living  in  St.  George!  “Every  pilot 
knows  this  risk.  ” 

New  regulations  require  that  air¬ 
craft  in  terminal  control  areas 
(TCAs),  which  are  blocks  of  airspace 
surrounding  23  U.S.  airports,  have 
altitude-encoding  transponders.  Be¬ 
fore  then  these  devices,  which  help 
controllers  to  plot  the  craft’s  location 
on  a  screen,  were  only  required  in 
nine  such  areas. 

Olsen,  who  has  been  flying  with  the 
smaller  airline  for  a  little  over  a  year, 
says  pilots  rely  on  ground  controllers 
to  keep  planes  away  from  each  other. 
“I  have  a  lot  of  respect  for  air  traffic 
controllers,”  he  added. 

Before  this  rule  came  into  effect, 
small  crafts  and  large  planes  stayed 
clear  of  each  other  through  use  of  alti¬ 
tude  restrictions,  air  traffic  control 


guidance  using  radar-linked  comput¬ 
ers  and  visual  scanning  by  watchful 
pilots. 

“The  big  thing  that  is  stressed  is  to 
‘see  and  avoid’  when  the  weather  is 
visually  acceptable,”  said  Olsen  about 
pilot  training  to  avoid  midair  colli¬ 
sions. 

Small  aircraft  are  also  required  by 
the  FAA  to  make  radio  contact  with 
the  international  or  commercial  air¬ 
craft  controllers  when  they  fly  above 
5,800  feet. 

FAA  rules  state  that  aircraft  must 
be  separated  by  1,000  feet  vertically 
and  five  miles  horizontally. 

The  FAA  has  also  decided  that 
TCAs  should  be  redesigned  so  that 
they  will  be  easier  for  pilots  to  under¬ 
stand.  This  would  involve  designating 
areas  in  new  shapes.  Los  Angeles  In¬ 


ternational  Airport,  the  airport  in¬ 
volved  in  the  Cerritos  incident,  has 
of  the  most  complicated  TCAs  in  M 


one 


the  country,  according  to  a  Wall 
Street  Journal  report. 

The  FAA  also  increased  th 
penalty  for  violating  the  TCAs  from 
30-day  suspension  of  the  pilot’s  li¬ 
cense  to  a  60-day  suspension. 

There  are  even  greater  penalties  i: 
the  violation  causes  an  accident. 

FAA  also  plans  to  beef  up  their  ed 
ucation  program  for  pilots  and  inf 
prove  methods  of  tracking  violators. 

However,  there  will  always  be  dan 
gers  involved  with  flying.  Olsen  real 
izes  it.  “It  was  just  a  freak  accident, 
he  said  when  asked  about  his  feeling: 
after  the  accident.  “It  kind  of  shake: 
you  up.  You  worry  about  the  peopli  ■ 
involved.”
